It is thought that the Chinese 
invented playing cards, Jill. The 
earliest reference we have to 
them dates back to A.D. 969.

Early cards were often used for 
fortune-telling as well as for 
games. 

The cards reached Europe 
around the 14th century, either 
carried by wandering gypsies or 
by Crusaders returning from 
wars in the East—if not by both 
methods.
